While we may not all be 
wording our prayers in just the same way, the 
spirit of the prayer for peace and fellowship is the 
same. 

For many years Truth students in every State 
and country have been uniting with Silent Unity in 
affirming the establishment of universal love and 
brotherhood. Recently we have asked many of our 
correspondents to join us in speaking a special 
word of blessing. The response has been so heart- 
ening that we are encouraged to invite every 
Dai_y Word reader to unite with us in declaring 
the establishment of divine order, peace, and har- 
mony “in the heavens and in the earth and in the 
minds and hearts of men.” 

As human beings in a civilized world we all 
recognize the futility of war and pray for those 
ideals to become manifest which will speedily 
bring forth peace. The ideal of peace for our na- 
tion—for all the world, for that matter—is one 
toward which each one of us must work continual- 
ly. Lasting peace is the result of the activity of

ideas of liberty, justice, righteousness, and order. 
The ideal of peace, like all other ideals, starts 
working first in our own individual consciousness 
as ideas of love, tolerance, patience, harmony, and 
such ideas as contribute to a realization of serenity 
and peace. 

Have you ever considered that war, terrible as it 
is, starts with warring thoughts? These warring 
thoughts are not generated in just a few hearts, but 
in the hearts of all of us. We like to think that wars 
are started by a few “‘war lords,” but these war lords 
are representatives of our own thoughts of hate 
and envy and selfishness and greed. It is impera- 
tive that we disarm the war lords by commencing 
with ourselves and controlling our own disposi- 
tion and emotions. If when we have the tendency 
to criticize, to hate, to condemn, to find fault, to 
get disturbed and use unkind, bitter words, we 
would stop for a moment and realize that we are 
not only creating chaos within ourselves and our 
environment but also contributing to the disorder 
of worldly conditions, we should know how ex- 
pedient it is to subdue the “enemy” within and fill 
the ranks of our thoughts with mighty forces of 
love, praise, generosity, and kindliness. 

Watch your tendencies and refuse to be a party 








to war. Let peace and love rule your own spirit; 
let it rule your relations with your family and with 
all with whom you associate. Let it regulate all your 
business affairs. Let the prayer of peace “Peace be 
unto thee, and peace be to thy house”’ be an abid- 
ing and ruling passion of your life. When friends 
tell you of their worries and their troubles, silently 
bless them with the word of peace. Speak words of 
peace, even as Jesus said, “Peace, be still.” This is 
symbolical of the way in which we can say, “Peace, 
be still,” to inharmony of every kind. We can rule 
our Own spirits, radiate a calmness to those with 
whom we associate, and bless all peoples and all 
nations with the peace of the angels’ song “Glory 
to God in the highest. and on earth peace, good 
will toward men.” 

Let us together make this overcoming of peace. 
As we work with this idea during the coming 
months let us all awaken in ourselves a conscious- 
ness of peace that will be a blessing to all whom 
we meet and, more than that, to all whom we 
reach with our thoughts. In fact, we can bless all 
the nations of the earth with the realization of 
peace and love. The less peace there appears to be 
the more faithful in its furtherance let us be. We 
may be saying, “Peace, peace, when there is no 
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peace,” apparently, but our faith and our work in 
the right direction will help to bring it about. 

In our Silent Unity healing meeting each day 
at eleven o'clock we take up a prayer for world 
peace. Because we realize that in order to promote 
universal peace it is necessary to build our own 
life upon ideas of righteousness and justice, liberty 
and fairness in all our relations with others, each 
one of us first proclaims the peace statement for 
himself in this manner: 

“Liberty, justice, righteousness, and peace are 
now established in me and in all my affairs through 
Jesus Christ.” 

Then we proclaim this truth for our fellow 
men, including our own city, State, and nation, and 
finally all the nations of the world, affirming: 

“Liberty, justice, righteousness, and peace are 
now established through Jesus Christ.” 

This is the word for peace that we should like 
you to join us in declaring. This is the ideal of 
world-wide fellowship and understanding toward 
which we are working. In His name let us es- 
tablish this truth in our individual mind and heart 
and life, and radiate it to all men everywhere: 

“Liberty, justice, righteousness, and peace are 
now established through Jesus Christ.” 








We Stand on Holy Ground 


HE VERY spot on which we are standing at 

the present moment is consecrated. We 

abide in the omnipresence of God. Living in 
His presence, we abide in His holiness and wher- 
ever we are there is holy ground. 

“The place whereon thou standest is holy 
ground.” The place where you are at this moment 
is consecrated by the presence of God and it is 
holy. Your environment is God. His presence is the 
presence of holiness—the presence of light, peace, 
joy, love, life, and plenty. Man’s limited and ad- 
verse thought may manifest itself as darkness, in- 
harmony, sorrow, hate, fear, disease, and lack, but 
the Truth of God still endures. In Truth man 
abides in the presence of God. 

If those who go on the battlefield would but re- 
alize that they tread upon holy ground, they could 
not kill. War would cease. The holiness of the 
place would stir them to holy thought and to 
Truth. God's omnipresence would inspire them to 
a realization of the omnipresence of peace and 
love. 

If those who go into the sick room could see be- 
yond this, they would see and know that they enter 
the presence of God, the presence of eternal health. 
Sickness cannot continue where there is a realiza-

tion of the presence of God and health. 

If those who enter the office or shop where fail- 
ure seems imminent would but realize that they 
enter the presence of God—the presence of plenty 
and success, their prosperity would spring into 
sight. They need to realize that they enter not into 
a place of lack and failure but that they tread on 
holy ground and abide in the presence of God's 
substance. 

If those who quarrel would but know that they 
stand on ground consecrated by God to peace and 
brotherly love, they could not quarrel. A man can- 
not entertain inharmonious or pugnacious thoughts 
in the presence of God. He cannot think contrary 
to Truth when he knows that he lives in God’s holy 
presence. 

“The place whereon thou standest is holy 
ground.” Whoever you are, wherever you are, 
whatever your situation appears to be at this mo- 
ment, realize that you are in the presence of God. 
He created you a holy thing and delighted to place 
you in a holy place. He placed you in the presence 
of light, peace, joy, love, health, and plenty. He is 
within and about you. He is both your indwelling 
Spirit and your ever-infolding protection. He is 
your environment of peace and love. That which is 
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beneath you, above you, before you, behind you, 
and at the side of you is holy. God is with you. 

When evil in some guise seems to present its ap- 
pearance to you, enter the presence of God, the 
consciousness of His omnipresence. If your adverse 
thought has caused disease to appear in your life, 
enter into the presence of health. Know that the 
very ground under your feet is consecrated to the 
presence of life. If evil appears as lack, realize that 
in Truth the presence of God is the very presence 
of your substance and supply. 


Consecrate your home to the presence of God. 
Consciously realize that He is ever present. Conse- 
crate it to peace and love. Know that the very 
ground on which your home rests is sanctified by 
the presence of God. Know that all who enter your 
home will receive a blessing. All who enter there 
will be stimulated by your own consciousness of its 
holiness.

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The Lesson of Spring 


HERE IS a drama repeated each year, and al- 

though it is as ancient as the hills it con- 

tains for each one who sees it a message 
of glorious life and reviving hope. That drama is 
the drama of spring, recounting the age-old story 
of the rebirth of all life; the eternal recuperative 
power of that vital something which is responsible 
for all freshness, all beauty, all charm and glad- 
ness. 

The mad dash of the tiny brooklet, the extrava- 
gant display of color and loveliness, the bursting 
exhilaration of luscious green in all vegetation, all 
seem to shout that new life is here, life that is 
exuberant, vital, wonderful. Surely none can fail 
to catch the message that all life sings; surely none 
is without the glad response that spring calls forth. 

Jesus significantly teaches, ‘Consider the lilies 
of the field, how they grow . . . even Solomon in all 
his glory was not arrayed like one of these.” We 
may well consider the “‘lilies of the field” and every 
growing thing, for in them is to be found a lesson 
of surpassing wisdom. 

A tiny violet, buried under leaves, breaks 
through its limitations in spring to help make the 
whole earth glad. How is it that it reveals such 
beauty, such perfection, such completeness? Be-

cause from first to last the violet is true to the di- 
vine pattern that gives it existence; and because 
its sole objective in life is to express that pattern 
and to reveal the loveliness given by God. 


The real message of a beautiful flower is to be 
found in Jesus’ life. All that we see in Him, all 
that inspires us to high ideals and glorious aspira- 
tions, is but the picturing forth of that divine image 
of God which He knew Himself to be. Looking 
continually into the heart of divinity, He found 
there the call to greatness, the urge toward per- 
fection. 

The real secret of Jesus’ power was His fidelity 
to the divine ideal, His persistent effort to let His 
light shine, and to show forth to all the world the 
true nature of a Godlike man. Within Him was 
the power to act, think, and speak divinely. By 
reason of that power He healed, He blessed, He 
forgave, He conquered all the enemies men seem 
to have. Yet the same power rests within you and 
me. Are we like Jesus, refusing to live by earthly 
standards, refusing longer to see ourselves as sub- 
ject to circumstances that always have been in- 
ferior to us? The power to radiate Godlikeness is 
part of our essential nature, and if we heed its 
message we shall find the power to return to a full 
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experience of that heritage of good which has been 
ours from the beginning. 

Spring teaches the lesson too that though a 
thousand winters come, they will go, and though 
death a thousand times seems inevitable, yet life 
still springs forth, the indestructible, the eternal, 
the never-failing miracle of God's gift. It teaches 
also that though invisible to our present sight, life 
is a vital reality much greater than any of the forms 
that express it. Life is forever unlimited and is 
subject only to the goodness of God. 

Jesus’ resurrection is to us a proof of the power 
that we each possess. Because He knew His one- 
ness with the life of God He rose triumphant above 
death. Because He knew Himself to be a part of 
infinite love He rose through the apparent mire 
of hate to manifest the perfect beauty of Christ- 
liness. 

May we daily lift our vision to the heights and 
there gain the inspiration and strength to radiate 
our Godlikeness and thus find our good. 

Let us try to catch a glimpse of our immortal 
divinity with such vividness that we may hence- 
forth live not by the evidence of sight and sense 
but by reason of an overmastering desire to express
